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Residents  Say  Neighborhood  Council  Should  Be  Representative

How  to  make  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  council  truly  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  community  seemed  to 
be  the  predominant  concern  at 
the  Chinatown  meeting  July  24 
at  the  Quincy  Community 
School.  The  meeting,  one  among 
a  series  held  by  the  mayor’s 
Office  of  Community  Participa¬ 
tion  (OCP),  was  held  to  get 
feedback  from  each  neighbor¬ 
hood  on  the  creation  of  the 
neighborhood  council. 

OCP  Director  Thomas  A. 
Bledsoe  began  by  giving  a  brief 
overview  of  the  purpose,  respon¬ 
sibilities,  selection  process  and 
boundaries  of  a  neighborhood 
council.  He  added  that  no 
definite  plan  has  been  develop¬ 
ed  yet  and  every  point  of  concern 
is  open  for  further  discussion. 

“For  this  to  work  out,  it’s 
essential  that  the  neighborhood 
council  really  represents  a  broad 
point  of  view  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  We  want  to  make  sure  that 
it  doesn’t  end  up  being  political 
and  factionalized...  If  that  hap¬ 
pened,  I  think  the  credibility  of 
the  council  would  just  disap¬ 
pear,  and  it  really  would  not 
have  the  strength  in  City  Hall 
that  you  want  to  have,  ’  ’  Bledsoe 
said. 

About  100  people  attended 
the  meeting  which  was  conduct¬ 
ed  in  English  and  Cantonese. 

Master  Kwong  of  the  Eastern 
U.S.  Kung  Fu  Federation,  sug¬ 
gested  that  anybody  from  civic 
groups  or  family  associations,  or 
who  are  residents  or  business 
owners,  should  have  the  right  to 
vote  or  run  for  office  to  serve  on 
the  neighborhood  council. 

He  proposed  31  members  be 
elected  to  a  two-year  term  and 
be  able  to  stay  on  for  one  more 
term  if  re-elected.  Aside  from 
the  two  areas  of  responsibility 
discussed  so  far,  namely  city 


services  and  land  development, 
Kwong  wanted  to  add  to  them 
welfare,  education  and  housing. 
He  insisted  the  council  should 
have  veto  power  on  major 
development  issues. 

David  Wong,  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Assn.  (CCBA),  praised  the 
mayor  for  his  administration’s 
effort  to  increase  community 
access  to  City  Hall,  but  stressed 
that  careful  thought  be  given  to 
the  actual  setting  up  of  the 
neighborhood  council  to  ensure 
that  it  is  truly  representative  of 
the  community. 

He  also  voiced  the  concern 
that  there  might  be  a  duplication 
of  functions  and  conflict  of 
power  between  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  council  and  the  district  city 
councillor. 

In  response,  Bledsoe  pointed 
out  that  it  is  extremely  important 
for  each  neighborhood  council  to 
have  a  close  relationship  with  its 
district  councillor. 

“I  don’t  think  there  will  be  a 
repetition  of  duties.  A  city 
councillor  is  a  legislator  who 
passes  ordinance,  law  and  the 
city  budget.  The  neighborhood 
council  will  not  focus  on  that. 
The  neighborhood  council's  fo¬ 
cus  will  be  departments  directly 
accountable  to  the  mayor...,  the 
BRA  and  planning  agencies,’’ 
Bledsoe  stated. 

The  neighborhood  council 
could  also  be  helpful  to  the 
district  councillor  in  his  advoca¬ 
cy  role  by  giving  him  a  sense  of 
where  the  community  stands  on 
particular  issues,  according  to 
Bledsoe. 

“I  think  it  is  important  that 
the  city  councillor  be  active  on 
the  neighborhood  council,  not 
necessarily  as  a  voting  member, 
but  to  be  at  most  of  the  meetings 
or  to  have  their  aides  there.  I 
think  the  relationship  has  to  be 
very  close.  I  don’t  think  it  has  to 


be  antagonistic,”  he  added. 

He  said  there  is  alot  more 
support  of  this  idea  in  the  city 
council  than  it  appears,  because 
he  had  personally  talked  to  the 
councillors  and  got  their  sugges¬ 
tions. 

“We  will  be  sensitive  to  their 
concerns,  because  we  do  need 
their  support  to  make  this 
work,”  he  stated. 

May  Louie,  of  the  Chinatown 
People’s  Progressive  Assn. 
(CPPA)  and  executive  commit¬ 
tee  member  of  the  Rainbow 
Coalition  in  Boston,  echoed 
Bledsoe’s  remarks  that  the 
neighborhood  council  should  not 
be  seen  as  a  threat  to  the  city 
council. 

For  the  neighborhood  council 
to  be  representative,  she  feels 
that  two-thirds  of  the  members 
should  be  elected  and  the  rest 
appointed  by  the  mayor. 

Louie  also  wanted  to  know 
about  the  actual  authority  of  the 
council,  veto  power,  its  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  school  committee 
and  what  the  neighborhood 
council  should  do  when  con¬ 
fronted  with  problems  not  re¬ 
stricted  to  one  neighborhood, 
such  as  racism. 

“We  are  not  thinking  about 
having  a  council  with  an  abso¬ 
lute  veto  power  but  to  have  the 
council  with  substantial  power 
and  still  leave  the  mayor  an 
option  at  times  to  over-ride  it,” 
replied  Bledsoe. 

He  cited  cities,  St.  Paul  and 
Honolulu,  with  similar  councils 
working  with  planning  agencies 
and  did  make  a  difference  in  the 
government’s  decision  on  devel¬ 
opment  projects.  He  explained 
that  when  people  are  involved  in 
the  planning  process  from  the 
beginning,  a  lot  of  problems  can 
be  ironed  out. 

Steven  Coyle,  the  new  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Agency  (BRA),  was  described 
by  Bledsoe  as  a  strong  believer 
in  community  involvement  in 
development  issues. 

“The  ultimate  power  of  the 
neighborhood  council  is  going  to 


be  its  ability  to  mobilize  support 
for  its  position.  If  it’s  strong  and 
has  deep  ties  into  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  it’s  going  to  be  obviously 
very  difficult  for  the  mayor  or  the 
city  councillor  elected  locally  to 
over-rule  it,”  he  explained. 

He  did  not  rule  out  the 
possibility  “to  go  to  the  next 
step",  that  is  to  grant  veto 
power  to  the  neighborhood 
council  in  the  future  if  it  cam 
prove  that  it  has  strong  support 
from  the  community  and  is  well 
respected  and  responsible. 

He  reiterated  the  idea  of 
calling  a  yearly  meeting  of  all 
neighborhood  councils  so  that 
people  can  learn  from  one 
another  and  solve  problems 
affecting  not  only  one  communi¬ 
ty- 

As  far  as  educational  issues 
are  concerned,  Bledsoe  believes 
that  it  is  possible  to  gradually 
involve  the  School  Committee, 
although  it  is  presently  ‘  ‘outside 
the  City  a  bit  because  of  court 
order.” 

Addressing  the  worry  about 
conflict  of  interest  between  the 
neighborhood  council  and  its 
district  councillor,  David  Moy, 
from  the  Quincy  Community 
School,  said  he  is  “optimistic 
that  for  the  most  part  the 
neighborhood  council  will  bene¬ 
fit  the  district  councillor  by 
giving  him  a  grassroot  viewpoint 
of  the  issues  in  this  communi¬ 
ty.” 

Moy  pointed  out  that  District, 
n,  where  Chinatown  is  located, 
also  includes  South  End  and 
South  Boston,  both  of  which  are 
much  bigger  neighborhoods 
than  Chinatown.  He  claimed 
that  the  district  councillor  will 
respond  to  the  largest  group. 
Therefore,  to  maximize  China¬ 
town’s  voice  on  controversial 
issues,  he  contended,  it  is 
crucial  to  have  a  neighborhood 
council. 

Ken  Yee  of  CPPA,  commend¬ 
ed  the  Flynn  administration  for 
taking  the  initiative  in  giving 
people  greater  access  to  City 
Hall. 


“It  is  an  important  step 
especially  for  neighborhoods 
that  have  not  been  active  (in  City 
government)  in  the  past,”  Yee 
said. 

In  terms  of  selection  process, 
he  favors  a  great  majority  of  the 
council  members  to  be  elected  in 
order  to  ensure  broad  represen¬ 
tation. 

Neil  Chin,  a  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dent,  wanted  clarification  on  a 
number  of  issues:  the  bounda¬ 
ries,  number  of  members  and 
whether  responsibilities  will  be 
standardized  for  each  neighbor¬ 
hood  council. 

Bledsoe  replied  that  there  will 
be  19  to  20  councils  set  up 
around  the  city  with  each  having 
no  less  than  15  and  no  more  than 
21  members  and  with  the  same 
responsibilities. 

Noting  that  although  most  of 
Chinatown/South  Cove  is  inside 
Ward  3  precinct  8,  there  is  still 
the  problem  with  Ward  5  pre¬ 
cinct  1,  which  includes  Mass 
Pike  Tower,  Castle  Square,  Bay 
Village  and  South  End,  neigh¬ 
borhoods  which  may  want  to 
belong  to  different  councils. 
Bledsoe  admitted  that  he  does 
not  know  what  to  do  with  these 
neighborhoods,  but  since  it  is 
already  too  late  for  a  ballot 
election  for  1985  because  of 
some  legal  requirement,  the 
neighborhood  council  would 
have  to  come  up  with  something 
interim  until  1986,  at  which  time 
all  precincts  have  to  be  redrawtf 
and  perhaps  the  problem  with 
Ward  5  precinct  1  can  be  solved 
then,  he  said. 

People  responded  with  ap¬ 
plause  when  Bledsoe  asked 
whether  they  want  Chinatown  to 
be  treated  as  one  district  having 
its  own  neighborhood  council. 

Henry  Yee  said,  on  behalf  of 
the  Tai  Tung  Tenants  Assn.,  he 
supported  the  idea  of  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  council  because  it  is  a 
chance  for  Chinese  Americans  to 
gain  more  political  power,  it  is  a 
citywide  effort  not  just  for 
Chinatown  and  other  cities  have

Cable  Council  Plans  Outreach 


To  Attract  More  Members

Members  of  the  Chinatown 
Cable  Council  met  for  the  first 
time  July  16  to  discuss  about 
membership,  structure,  and  ob¬ 
jective  of  its  organization. 

The  consensus  among  the  ten 
residents  and  agency  represent¬ 
atives  who  attended  the  meeting 
was  that  they  definitely  want  to 
wait  until  there  is  more  com¬ 
munity  interest  and  input  before 
they  start  to  discuss  and  deter¬ 
mine  the  structure  and  objective 
of  the  Chinatown  Cable  Council. 

It  is  the  job  of  the  council  to 
educate  residents  on  what  cable 
will  mean  to  the  community, 
according  to  Peter  Kiang  from 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop  (AARW) . 

In  order  to  rouse  people’s 
enthusiasm  and  to  attract  re¬ 
sources,  the  newly-founded 
council  decided  to  adopt  an  open 
membership  policy  where  any¬ 
body,  resident  or  non-resident, 
are  free  to  join.  However,  only 
those  who  frequently  attend 


meetings  will  be  allowed  to  vote 
on  issues  in  the  council. 

Meanwhile  an  outreach  pro¬ 
gram  will  begin  by  a  community 
showing  of  several  bilingual 
health-related  programs  co-pro¬ 
duced  by  the  AARW,  Chinatown 
People’s  Progressive  Assn.,  and 
the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center.  In  addition,  at 
the  upcoming  August  Moon  Fes¬ 
tival,  volunteers  will  distribute 
bilingual  flyers  and  question¬ 
naires  introducing  the  cable 
council  and  asking  for  people’s 
input.  There  will  also  be  a  booth 
with  camera  equipment  on  dis¬ 
play  and  people  ready  to  answer 
questions  about  the  cable  coun¬ 
cil. 

The  next  Chinatown  Cable 
Council  meeting  is  scheduled  on 
August  8  at  6p.m.  in  the  Quincy 
School,  Teachers  Conference 
Room,  885  Washington  St.  The 
agenda  will  include  an  update  of 
cable  TV  construction  in  China¬ 
town,  further  planning  for  the 
outreach  program  and  nomina¬ 
tions  for  the  Cable  council 
chairperson.

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It  Isn't  Fair  —  Again!

Once  again,  the  American 
judicial  system  has  failed  to 
provide  real  justice  in  the 
Vincent  Chin  case.  On  June 
28th,  a  Detroit  jury  found 
Michael  Nitz  innocent  of  all 
charges  and  Ronald  Ebens 
guilty  of  only  one  charge  of  civil 
rights  violations  for  the  brutal 
murder  of  Vincent  Chin  in  1982. 
Ebens  was  found  innocent  of 
conspiring  to  violate  Vincent 
Chin’s  civil  rights,  and  received 
the  two  weakest  possible  guilty 
verdicts  for  his  crime. 

The  original  conviction  of 
Ebens  and  Nitz  in  1983  for 
manslaughter  resulted  in  the 
outrageous  sentence  of  three 
years  probation  and  a  $3,780 
fine.  After  a  storm  of  protest 
from  Asian  communities  across 
the  country,  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  convened  a 
grand  jury  investigation  which 
substantiated  charges  that 
Ebens  and  Nitz  had  violated 
Vincent  Chin’s  civil  rights. 

The  recent  jury  verdict  in 
Detroit  on  civil  rights  charges, 
allows  Nitz  to  go  free  and  Ebens 
to  have  the  possibility  of  serving 
no  time  for  bludgeoning  Vincent 
Chin  to  death  with  a  baseball 
bat.  Once  again,  the  courts  have 
revealed  how  cheap  Asian  life  is 
considered  in  this  land  of  liberty. 

The  continuing  denial  of  jus¬ 


tice  in  the  Vincent  Chin  case 
comes  less  than  two  months 
before  Robert  Glass,  Jr.,  a 
white,  19-year-old  marine,  is 
scheduled  to  go  to  trial  for  the 
murder  of  Anh  Mai  and  the 
stabbing  of  three  other  Vietnam¬ 
ese  refugees  in  Boston  last 
summer.  Even  though  Asians 
comprise  only  3  percent  of 
Boston’s  population,  15  percent 
of  the  city’s  reported  racially- 
motivated  crimes  last  year  were 
directed  against  Asians. 

In  New  York,  John  Cardinale 
will  go  to  trial  in  the  fall  for 
pushing  Ly  Yung  Cheung,  a 
pregnant,  newly-arrived  immi¬ 
grant  woman,  in  front  of  a 
subway  train  which  decapitated 
her.  Cardinale’s  defense  is 
based  on  having  a  “psychotic 
fear  of  orientals’’. 

Anti-Asian  sentiment  contin¬ 
ues  to  thrive  in  America  given 
our  country’s  current  political 
leadership.  The  gravestones  for 
Vincent  Chin,  Anh  Mai  and  Ly 
Yung  Cheung  mark  points  of 
reference  along  a  continuum  of 
violence  against  Asians  that 
ranges  from  murder  and  fire¬ 
bombing  to  harassment  and 
discrimination  to  the  flood  of 
stereotypes  in  recent  Hollywood 
film  releases. 

There  has  never  been  a 
greater  urgency  for  Asian 
Americans  to  organize  political¬ 
ly;  to  demand  an  end  to 
stereotypes  and  anti-Asian 
violence;  to  reverse  the  escala¬ 
ting  rightward  direction  of  this

Misconceptions 
about  Asians 

1  want  to  clarify  the  .comments 
in  the  article  discussing. my  talk 
on-  Male-Female  Relationships 
Among  Chinese  ip  the  May  30. 
1984  issue  of  the  SAMPAN. 
While  I  described  issues  impor¬ 
tant  to  a  meaningful  relation¬ 
ship,  I  did  not  say  there  were 
more  western  than  Chinese. 
Rather,  I  believe  values  perti¬ 
nent  to  meaningful  relationships 
are  universal.  However,  quali¬ 
tative  differences  do  exist  in  the 
behaviors  which  different  cul¬ 
tural  groups  use  to  define  what 
these  are. 

Secondly,  while  I  described 
Chinese  as  less  demonstrative  in 
their  expression  of  physical 
affection,  I  made  a  point  about 
distinguishing  between  public 
and  private  expressions  of  af¬ 
fect.  Since  Chinese  tend  to  be 
more  discriminate  and  private  in 
their  expressions  of  affect,  they 
are  often  misconstrued  as  un¬ 
emotional  by  observing  others. 

I  feel  these  inaccuracies  mis¬ 
represent  the  essence  of  some 
major  points  made  and  warrant 
correction.  In  a  society  which 
often  stereotypes  Asians  as 
unemotional  I  would  hate  to 
perpetuate  these  to  SAMPAN 
readers.

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CPPA  Members  Vote  To  Defeat  Reagan

The  Chinatown  People’s  Pro¬ 
gressive  Assocation  (CPPA)  at 
its  eighth  annual  meeting  July  8 
voted  to  work  for  the  defeat  of 
President  Reagan  in  the  up¬ 
coming  November  election. 

Mike  Liu,  CPPA  steering 
committe  member  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Asian  Committee  of 
the  Rainbow  Coalition,  said  that 
Reagan’s  plan  for  economic 
recovery  only  “benefits  a  very 
small  number  of  rich  people”. 
He  pointed  to  Reagan’s  new  tax 
bill  which  taxes  the  tips  earned 
by  waiters  as  an  example. 

You  King  Yee,  a  retired 
grocery  store  worker  and  CPPA 
steering  committee  member, 
cited  the  light  sentences  handed 
down  against  the  killers  of 
Vincent  Chin,  a  young  Chinese 
American  in  Detroit,  as  exam¬ 


ples  of  continued  racist  violence 
in  the  U.S. 

CPPA  members  mentioned 
cuts  in  youth  programs,  health 
care,  housing  subsidies,  English 
classes,  and  school  lunch  pro¬ 
grams  under  Reagan,  and  con¬ 
demned  money  spent  on  nuclear 
arms  buildup,  ‘  ‘star  war’  ’  weap¬ 
ons,  and  foreign  interventions. 

Although  CPPA  members  lat¬ 
er  voted  to  support  Walter 
Mondale  and  the  Democratic 
Party,  some  members  had 
doubts  about  both.  In  response 
to  questions,  May  Louie,  the 
Massachusetts  Constituency 
Coordinator  of  the  Jesse  Jackson 
Campaign  and  a  CPPA  member, 
said,  “Even  if  the  Democrats 
win,  we  have  to  continue  to 
work  hard  to  make  sure  that  our 
interests  are  not  forgotten  after 
the  election.  But  if  Reagan  wins, 
it  will  be  disasterous  for  most 
people  in  this  country.” 


Celebrating  Our  Achievements

It  was  a  time  for  celebrating 
achievements,  for  being  in¬ 
spired  and  for  strengthening 
bonds  as  the  National  Network 
of  Asian  and  Pacific  Women 
held  its  Third  Biennial  Conven¬ 
tion  at  the  Penta  Hotel  in  New 
York  City  recently  .  Ap¬ 
proximately  200  Asian  and  Pa¬ 
cific  women  came  together  and 
some  from  as  far  away  as 
Hawaii. 

The  keynote  speaker  was 
Shirley  Young,  executive  vice 
president  of  marketing  and 
strategic  development  at  Grey 
Advertising  Inc.  Young  was 
named  in  1983  by  Savvy  Maga¬ 
zine  as  one  of  the  top  twenty 
women  executives  in  America. 

Young  shared  her  story  of

success  and  the  barriers  one 
must  overcome  to  succeed.  She 
emphasized  that  it  is  important 
to  realize  that  being  a  woman 
you  will  always  be  treated 
differently.  The  key  is  to  focus 
on  how  you  fit  into  an  organiza¬ 
tion. 

She  did  not  focus  on  the 
negative  experiences  in  her  life 
or  the  struggles  one  would 
imagine  an  Asian  woman  might 
encounter.  Instead  Young  fo¬ 
cused  on  the  ingredients  for 
success:  (1)  remember  to  be 
human;  (2)  set  high  goals;  (3) 
develop  trust  with  people  you 
work  with;  (4)  be  willing  to  stand 
up  for  what  you  believe  in  and 
most  importantly  make  sure  you 
make  a  contribution  to  your 
company.  Young’s  speech  was 
inspirational.  She  was  a  shining 
example  of  what  is  possible  — 
an  Asian  woman  can  transcend 
her  race  and  her  sex  and  reach 
high. 

Throughout  the  day  work¬ 


shops  were  held.  They  were 
opportunities  to  be  with  other 
Asian  women  and  focus  on 
specific  work  issues  such  as 
“Moving  Out  Of  A  Rut”, 
“Negotiating  Salaries  and  Pro¬ 
motions”,  and  “Gaining  Visibil¬ 
ity  in  the  Workplace”. 

One  workshop  that  drew  much 
attention  was  ‘  ‘Asian  and  Pacific 
Women:  Who  are  We  and 
Where  are  We  Going?”  One 
critical  question  that  was  raised 
is  “Why  are  we  divided  among 
ourselves;  why  is  it  when  we  go 
back  to  our  country  we  are  not 
treated  with  the  same  respect 
and  service  an  American  would 
receive  in  registering  in  a 
hotel?”  There  was  no  clear 
answer  to  the  question  but  it  was 
an  opportunity  to  look  at  our¬ 
selves  and  how  we  treat  each 
other.  Another  well  attended 
workshop  titled  “Communica¬ 
tions  and  the  Asian  Value 
System”  was  conducted  by

Linnel  Yugawa.  Yugawa  stated 
it  was  impossible  not  to  commu¬ 
nicate.  Nonverbal  signals  such 
as  facial,  body  postures  and  ges¬ 
tures  convey  messages  just  as  a 
verbal  message  does.

community  to  have  a  dialogue 
with  its  district  councillor,  but 
she  has  problems  with  a  ballot 
election. 

“Chinatown  is  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  not  restricted  by  its  geo¬ 
graphical  or  physical  area.  If  we 
have  an  election  on  a  ballot,  a  lot 
of  people  who  work  in  this 
neighborhood,  or  utilize  the 
services,  or  considered  a  part  of 
this  neighborhood  won't  be  able 
to  be  on  the  ballot  or  vote  on  the 
ballot.  I  see  something,  such  as 
having  someone  from  each 
agency,  or  having  people  some¬ 
how  appointed,  or  whoever 
wants  to  do  it  be  able  to  get  on  it. 
That  seems  more  fair  to  me, 
because  that  will  be  a  more 
widespread  representation,” 
Lee  said. 

Bledsoe  agreed  that  if  all 
members  are  to  be  elected,  it 
might  end  up  that  alot  of  people 
who  should  be  on  the  council  are 
left  out.  He  feels  that  a  joint 
process  of  having  half  of  the 
members  elected  and  half  ap¬ 
pointed  as  being  more  feasible. 

Again  since  an  election  by 
ballot  is  not  possible  for  the  first 
year,  Bledsoe  feels  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  council  can  be  more 
inclusive.  A  majority  of  the 
audience  raised  their  hands  to 
show  approval  of  including  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  not  residents  of 
Chinatown  in  the  council. 

Simon  Choi,  representing  Gee
